Following our usual custom, we are sending out this communication calling 
your attention to the present conditions, with the idea that you will use your own 
judgment as to the advisability of placing your orders for coal to be delivered 
as soon as possible from time to time as the conditions warrant it. 

Up to the present only four of the producers known as Companies have 
announced prices which indicate a reduction of 50c a ton on domestic sizes, including 
Pea coal. It is hoped that others will follow along the same lines, but there are 
some of the high cost producing Companies who maintain that they will not be able 
to reduce their prices from those now being charged and if this is the case, the 
only thing we can do naturally is to follow along the lines that we have been doing 
during the past year which resulted in our customers getting coal when it was obtain- 
able without any substantial increase in price more than that justified by the 
various increases :on-.account of labor, railroad freight rates, etc., with the result 
that our prices were as low as any other dealer and much less than a great majority 
of the dealers in this section. 

Under these circumstances, we feel that those who have been dealing with 
us will be willing to place their orders with the understanding that we will take 
care of them as best we are able to at the lowest price possible. 

We will probably know very soon just what we may expect in the way of prices 
and also the quantity of coal that we will be able to get from the respective Com- 
panies, those that are low-priced and those that will have to charge more and if 
this is the condition we will strike an average price as we have done during the past 
and hope it will be one that will be satisfactory to you and result in our being 
favored with the business. 

We shall be glad if you will figure up what coal you require and send in 
the orders and we will start to deliver just as soon as we are able to. We think it 
is necessary to start putting in coal at once as when everybody begins to buy, the 
demand will be very heavy in all probability as every part of the country will 
ask for coal and we hope we will get a sufficient Supply to enable us to take care 
of a large amount of the needs of our customers while the opening price continues. 

We believe that it is the intention to advance the price of domestic sizes 
including Pea coal each month at the rate of 10c per ton beginning May 1st and 
continuing until September, when, in all probability, the maximum will be reached, 
and of course it is to your advantage to get your coal in at the earliest moment 
we are able to deliver it, giving due consideration to quality and service. We 
believe that the quality this year will improve as on an average last year we had 
extremely good luck as it was only in rare cases when we had to buy a lot of high- 
priced coal that the quality was a little "off," in other words there was some 
slate in it, on account of which we could hardly refuse the cargoes which were so 
badly needed, as after all it was better than nothing and that would have been the 
case had we not gone out and bought coal wherever we were able to get it, but we 
believe that the situation will now clear up and the quality will show a decided 
improvement.
